1st. The regular quotations on this is 
$2.50, although it is possible the figure 
could be shaded a trifle.

There are many furnaces not covered 
on contract for second half, but they 
are not sounding tho market to'any 
extent at this time. 
Foundry coke is in slightly better 


demand, and prices are stiffer. Sev- 
eral sood brands are held at a mini- 
mum of J3.75, other recognized brands 
being at 3.50. and down to $3.25, but

"The total volume of specifications 


In the steel trade thus far this month 
is practically unchanged 
from 
the 


February rate which means an increase 
over the January rate, and the current 
rate on the whole exceeds shipments. 
It is, however, not as well distributed 
as formerly, some mills gaining1 con- 
siderably over shipments, while others 
are losing slightly. On the whole the 
situation is strengthening, by the total 
volume of steel mill obligations in- 
creasing, considering obligations as 
specifications rather than as contracts, 
for the latter are decreasing. 


"Inasmuch as the whole movement 


harks back .to the supply of crude 
steel the situation 
is very strong. 


Incidentally, billets 
and sheet bars 


continue to be practically out of the 
market, although one Interest in the 
central west, which has new capacity 
soon to be available has a little steel 
for sale for third quarter. In the 
east the whole situation is a 
trifle 


easier, with better deliveries available, 
on both unfinished and finished steel, 


"The weakness of foundry pig iron 


throughout 
the 
country 
continues. 


"While buyers are taking somewhat 
more notice, they do not yet seem 
ready to buy freely. 
Foundry iron 


has now declined an average of 51 a 
ton since the top point in December, 
but sales were light near 
the 
top 


level, which 'was evidently reached 
largely 
through 
sentimental 
in- 


fluences. In contrast with the decline 
in foundry 
iron 
is 
the 
relative 


strength in steel making iron, which 
has declined but little In the central 
west and is very well held, producers 
being well sold and expecting steel 
works to buy largely in 
tho 
near 


future, 


"Car inquiry has not ceased, but is 


now running to a multiplicity of small 
lots, upon which earlier deliveries are 
offered than would be expected con- 
sidering the very large volume of 
orders already on books. 
• "The steel industry has almost for- 
gotten about Tariff revision. A much 
more serious cjuestion the producing 
and fabricating trades/ will Jiave to 
face this summer in the labor supply, 
which promises to lie altogether in- 
adequate. It Is surprising 
that so 


little attention Is being paid to this 
prospect."
